GUM OR NO GUM 


This hardy and perennial subject 
of discussion crops up regularly; if 
not yearly, at least at fairly regular 
intervals. It is not a question that 
we wish to become involved in, but 
on one aspect we might go on record, 
and that is, “What is a mint stamp?” 


Naturally, you will say, it is an un- 
used stamp with full gum as issued 
by the Post Office. What bothers 
us is the regard in which to hold a 
stamp without gum but apparently 
unused! Frankly we are never sure 
when we see one whether it is un- 
used or has been used and missed 
being cancelled. 

We often get mail on which the 
stamp has never been cancelled. And 
we sometimes get so-called unused 
stamps sent in as payment for 
something, that has no gum. We 
presume the sender thinks we will 
regum and use these. Well, to us 
they are used stamps as we always 
have the suspicion that some will 
be uncancelled stamps removed from 
letters. They show signs of having 
been washed. So ,too, will stamps 
show washing that some unfortunate 
collector of mint has had become 
stuck together in a humid climate. 
But when we get such uncancelled, 
washed stamps from strangers we

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Hand and Machine Made Papers 


of the Canadian Pence Issues 


1851 -

Contrary to general belief very 
little hand made paper was used in 
printing the Canada Pence Stamps.

Records show that in 1854 there were 


Machine paper 


no less than 750 paper mills in the 
United States, some being large 
mills, with several machines. On the 
other hand, from 1845 onward, there 
were only two mills in the whole of 
North Ameriean making hand made 
paper! 

Paper authorities state that there 
are today probably less than a dozen 


persons in North America who can 
tell the difference between hand 
made and machine made paper by 


handling it; it is doubtful if there is 
any one who.can tell by the ‘handle’ 
whether so small a piece of paper as 
a stamp is hand or machine made. 


Hand Made Paper 


Hand made paper is made by dip- 
ping a mould, fitted with a deckle or 
frame, into a vat of pulp. The vat- 
man, with arms fully extended 
swings the mould down into the vat 
and brings it out close to his body in 
an almost horizontal position. He 


then tilts the mould until the pulp 
lies fairly evenly; at the same time 
shaking the mould vigorously from 
right to left and left to right and 
towards him and away from him. 
This ‘shake’ causes the fibres to 
intertwine in every conceivable dir- 
ection. After the shake the vatman 


lays the mould on a  hortizontal 
draining board and removes the 
deckle to make another sheet of 
paper with another mould. The 


coucher waits until the pulp has dried 
sufficiently and then props the mould 
at an angle to let it drain; he then 
transfers the paper from the mould 
on to a felt. 

This mode of manufacture gives 
hand made paper the following 
characteristics: it has no grain; it 
expands or shrinks in every dir- 
ection; the laid lines or watermark 
(if any) are very clear as the paper 
is in contact with the pattern during 
the whole period of its manufacture. 


Machine Made Paper 


The pulp in machine made paper 
is given a small lateral shake of less 
than three-quarters of an inch, and 
the finished paper has a strong grain 
running in the machine direction. A 
characteristic of machine made paper 
is that it shrinks or expands appreci- 
ably across the grain. Any  water- 
mark is inferior to a similar mark 
on hand made paper, as the machine 
impresses the pattern from a light 
dandy roll which is only momentarily 
in contact with the paper, as it 
passes through the rolls of the 
machine. 

It is not possible to make machine 
made paper resemble hand made 
paper. It is possible to make hand 
made paper resemble machine made 
paper but any vatman who did so 
would speedily lose his job as hand 
made paper costs a great deal more 
to make than machine made. 

So we see that the physics of hand 


e 
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made and machine made papers are 
very different, and the purpose of 
this article is to show that it is pos- 
sible to distinguish one from the 
other, with quite a high degree of 
accuracy, and without the aid of any 
apparatus. 


Papers of The Pence Issues 


Some issues appear on both 
machine made and hand made paper 
so that it is impossible to state 
definately that any issue was only on 
one particular make. Taking the 
issues in their order of appearance: 

| Laid Paper 

This is machine made with the 
grain at right angles to the  !aid 
lines. The difficulty experienced in 
seeing the laid lines is typeal of 
machne made paper. There is said to 
be another paper* with clear laid 
lines, which is very rare, and it might 
be hand made.

3d. Wove Papers 


Of the 3d beavers on wove paper, 
the 1852 thin paper, the thin oily 
paper, the thin paper, rose-red print- 
ing, the thick hard and the thick 
hairy rough are all machine made, 

The medium wove is both machine 
made and hand made. 

The thin ribbed paper and the thin 
soft brittle are hand made. Except 
for the ribbing these two papers are 
almost identical in texture,  brittle- 
ness and colour, and it is very prob- 
able they were made by the same 
vatman from the same pulp, and that 
one of the moulds gave the paper a 
ribbed appearance! This is quite the 
worst paper ever used for Canadian 
stamps and how such inferior quality 
ever passed by the printer's buyer is 
a mystery! 

6d. Wove Papers 


The writers are still making  en- 
quiries about the 6d on thin wove and 
their findings are almost complete 
and will be described in a following 
article. 

Of the remaining papers of the 6d 
imperforates, the medium wove is on 
both machine and hand made paper; 
the thick hard is machine made and 
thick soft is on hand made paper. 


The 7!5d and 10d 


All papers are machine made. The 
wide stamps are printed across the 


grain and the narrow ones with the 


grain. T 
The !5^d 
The 44d is on both hand made and 
machine made paper. -The ribbed 
paper is hand made. 


Wide And Narrow Stamps 


From 1852 onwards many issues 
were printed either with or across the 
grain, which aecounts for the  vari- 
ations in height or width of some of 
dus 6d and %d as well as the 7% and 
10d. 


To Distinguish Hand Made And 
Machine Made Papers 


After making several hundred 
tests the following test was found to 
be very accurate: The stamp to be 
tested must be absolutely free from 
any foreign matter such as gum or 
old hinges; it must be bone dry; it 
should be floated on warm water and 
as soon as it begins to curl (as curl 
it must, whether it is hand or 
machine made) it should be removed 
and placed on a sheet of glass. 

If the paper curls parallel to two 
sides it is almost certainly machine 
made, but it can only, with certainty, 
be described as such if the stamp is 
thoroughly dried and is floated again, 
this time with the printed side down- 
ward. If it still turns on the same 
axis the paper is definitely machine 
made. Many of the machine made 
papers roll into cylinders with the 
axis parallel to two opposite sides. 

Hand made paper never rolls into 
a eylinder. The curl is very much less 
pronounced than is the curl of 
machine made paper; the paper may 
turn up on any axis or one corner up 
to all four corners may curl up. The 
usual curl is on some axis which may 
be at any angle to the side of the 
stamp. Rarely the axis is rougly par- 
allel to two opposite sides but if the 
stamp 15 dried and floated on its 


printed face the stamp will usually 
curl up on a different axis. 
Most of the Pence ‘stamps are 


quite easily tested and there should 
be little difficulty in distinguishing 
between the machnie made and hand 
made papers. 

Some stamps, however, are dif- 
ficult as they are extremely porous 
—notably the 6d on thick soft paper 
(the writers have not got sufficient 
material to guarantee that they have 
made a correct diagnosis of this 
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stamp.) When paper is very porous 
the stamp begins to reverse its curl 
within a second or two, indicating 
that it is saturated up to over half 
its thickness. Such stamps cannot be 
floated but must be held with tongs 
and brought into contact with the 
water for only a fraction of a sec- 
ond; the axis of the curl must be 
observed before the stamp is laid on 
any surface as contact with any 
surface accelerates the reverse curl. 
If, in spite of these precautions the 
reverse curl occurs too soon for ac- 
curate observation the stamp must 
be dried and retested. 


Most of the Pence stamps are 
quite easily tested and there should 
be little difficulty in distinguishing 
between the machine made and hand 
made papers. 


JAPAN'S PACIFIC OCCUPATION 
(A Review) 


It is only now that we are being 
. made aware of the extent of the 
Japanese philatelic penetration into 
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the Pacific area. If we are to record 
this phase of the war in our albums 
there are something like 800 authen- 
tie items comprising  overprints or 
definitive stamps used and employed 
on that great drive South and  con- 
stituting occupation issues for Hong 
Kong, Brunei, Burma, Dutch East 
Indies, Malaya, North Borneo, 
Philippines and Sarawak. Many of 
the overprints comprise what are 
known as “Chops” and are difficult 
to identify. While some of the stamps 
are printed in Japanese characters 
with nothing to indicate the  partic- 
ular country or region for which they 
were provided. All these and other 
problems are now solved by the use- 
ful eatalogue bearing the above title 
which has been issued by The Ocean- 
ic Australian Stamp Co. (Box 10 Kil- 
kenny South Australia) at the mod- 
est cost of Two shillings and six 
pence. The catalogue is fully illus- 
trated and the prices quoted  repre- 
sent present day values as far as can 
be ascertained—E.G.C.

I eannot let my April column go 
by without a word about Alfred  F. 
Lichtenstein of New York who died 
suddenly on February 24th. I have 
seen parts of his vast collection on 


two occasions and as a collector it 
is little enough to say that he was 
in a class by himself. I gathered 
from conversation with him that he 
had a particular regard for British 
Columbia, Canada and Prince 
ward Island. Two trifling incidents 
may be of interest to collectors: I 
have had the somewhat unusual dis- 
tinction of once over-bidding him at 
an auctoin sale. On another occasion 
when he was showing his Twelve 
Pence at a Canadian stamp club he 
was asked where he had kept his 
albums till the evening of the meet- 
ing. He said he had put them in one 
of those Ten Cent lockers at the rail- 
way station where they had remain- 
ed for a couple of days. My meagre 
contacts with the man showed him 
to be most kindly. As a collector he 
not only had the stamps but he 
knew all about what he had. And 
just one other incident will close this 
paragraph. After one of the show- 
ings at which I was present someone 
asked him how much he thought his 
B.N.A. collection was worth. He took 
a second look at his inquistor and 
said “I couldn't answer that question 
any more than I could place a value 
on Mrs. Lichtenstein". 


Perhaps the chap in the Vancouver 
postoffice who ran the  imperfs 
through his wife's sewing-machine 
really did something unconsciously. I 
would imagine these “Private Perfs" 
on cover would be a choice item. The 
cover should be mounted in a page 
by itself with a picture of the clerk 
and an advertising clipping illustrat- 
ing the make of sewing machine. The 
type of needle used should be attach- 
ed to the page with two transparent 
hinges. 

The nearest I ever got to anything 
like the above was a Public Utilities 
clerk in my home town who bought 
a packet of stamped envelopes

His 
stock was mounted by punching the 
nail through the stamp and letting 
the stamp hang there. Somewhat 
rough and ready— what? Or is it that 
necessity was the mother of some- 
thing ? 

I hear another edition of the well- 
known “Holmes Handbook" is in the 


offing. This will be popular news 
for Canadian collectors. 
Quotations—Moroceo bound copy 


of Howes *Canada" listed at $100.00. 
Howes is a very scarce book but al- 
most indispensable for the Canadian 
student. The ordinary edition is seen 
occasionally quoted at a much more 
moderate figure. 

You have seen these jewellers por- 
ing into the interior of the back of 
a watch with a glass held in 
the eye with a black conical piece 
of plastic. I have found this just 
about the best kind of glass for the 
examination of stamps. They cost 
round $2.00 and are well worth the 
money.

You can almost guage the size of 
the packing case, which constituted 
the *Post Office", from my height, 
standing beside it. I would say at a 
good guess that it was:—Front 2 ft., 
3 inches high, back 2 ft. 9 inches 
high, width 1 ft. 8 inch. 

On raising the lid of the packing 
case, my friend and I discovered a 
tea caddy containing about a dollar’s 
worth of stamps. The few persons 
who used this “Post Office" were 
supposed to help themselves and 
deposit the money for the stamps 
taken which were few. The privilege 
was never abused so far as I know, 
and the mail was cleared by a stage 
driver in the horse and buggy days, 
whenever he happened to be passing. 


The man in the picture (although 
his friends may not know it) is the 
writer.—R. M. Angus.

THE NEW BELL STAMP 
FROM CANADA 


(From Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Sidney, Ohio.) 

When the Alexander Graham Bell 
Stamp for Canada was first proposed 
there was some doubt expressed as 
to the claim that Canada might have 
for honoring this great inventor who 
had previously been claimed as one 
of the Famous Americans as indic- 
ated by the use of his portrait on our 
Famous American Inventors Series 
of Stamps. It appears however that 
a man of such great inventive genius 
as Alexander Graham Bell may 
rightfully be honored by many 
countries for his invention of the 
Telephone, is one of the great 
wonders of the past century. Regard- 
less of what claims any country may 
have on this man, it has been seen 
fitting by Canada that they honor 
him on the 100th anniversary of his 
birth, which was done on March 8, 
by the issue of a splendid stamp 
commemorating this great inventor. 

The point we want to bring out is 
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that prior to the issue of this stamp, 
and due to opinion based on advance 
pietures of the stamp, Canadian 
newspapers were raving over the 
appearance of the stamp and con- 
denming it in many ways for lack of 
beauty, lack of or over abundance’ of 
detail and illustration on the stamp. 
It was raked over the coals in no 
uncertain terms by many newspapers 
in Canada. 

Since the stamp has appeared, we 
feel eertain that any or all of those 
scribes who took pot shots at the 
stamp will be ready to forget (if 
they can) what they had to say 
about the stamp and will coneur in 
the opinion that this is truly an 
attractive and beautiful stamp. The 
portrait of Bell is excellent, stands 
out over and above all other parts of 
the stamp, the female figure stand- 
ing atop the world is secondary to 
the portrait and thus fits nicely into 
the picture as a whole. The telephone 
poles which writers poked fun at 
are so faint and fade away into the 
background to such an extent that 
they are barely noticeable and thus 
not objectionable. 

The name of the country, “CAN- 
ADA” and the denomination and 
value are harmonious and to top off 
the whole design we have a stamp 
with the appearance of being attach- 
ed by four minute art corners to the 
letter or album page. The color is 
lovely, and the stamp as a whole is 
a credit to the engravers and certain- 
ly a memorial and a credit to Alex- 
ander Graham Bell.

EARLY PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST COUNTERFEITING 


The Postai Departments of various 
countries took more elaborate mea- 
sures to prevent counterfeiting dur- 
ing the early days of stamp issuing 
than has been the case since. 

Silk threads were woven into the 
paper for the Mulready envelopes 
and letter sheets by Great Britain, 
evidently with this objective in mind; 
and this practise was continued with 
the first issue of stamped envelopes 
in 1841, the two pence blue of the 
1841 issue, showing silk threads run- 
ning through the corner of the  en- 
velope and the stamp design. 

Another plan used by some  Ger- 
man States and the Dutch Indies 
was to print two or more lines of 
inscription across the corner of the 
envelope, running through the stamp. 

Still a third device was the print- 
ing of an embossed official seal or 
tress on the back of envelopes. This 
plan was used by a number of coun- 
tries over a considerable period of 
time and often in connection with 
one of the other two methods.

This announcement 
is all by way of advising readers not 
to be alarmed if we are held up a 
week or so for paper and thus be- 
hind with the next few issues of P.S. 
Give us a bit of leeway before writ- 
ing in about non-arrival of copies.
